Seattle, Wash., July 27.—We leave 
Ala>ka after two weeks of jumping 
from town l o town, with a bewildering 
variety of impressions. 
Outstanding 
is th< impression of th< 
charm 
and 
grandeur of Alaskan 
scenery. 
The 
President’s trip has been worth while 
to Alaska if only it has hc-lped to ad­ 
vertise to the world -the set r»ic won­ 
ders of the territory—4ts mountains, 
its glaciers, its towering forests, its 
gorge*-u.- sunsets. 
One wonders 
why 
an 
American 
should 
go 
to 
Norway for scenery 
whin ho can find in Alaska such an 
unending panorama of the natural 
beauties of the Northland. 
Nature 
has created nothing more 
exquisite 
than the gossamer-like waterfalls of 
Keystone Canyon, -on the Richard-on 
trail 
out of Valdez; 
nothing 
more 
majestic than Mount McKinley; noth­ 
ing 
more tremendous in its impact 
than Childs Glacier, near the Copper 
River Railway. 
Of all the spectacles in Alaska none 
made a deeper 
impression 
on 
the 
President and his party than this • 
cier. Imagine a city bhx’k of tall of­ 
fice buildings, tapering up to a height 
of 25 stories in the center—imagine 
this razed and in its place set down 
a mass of ice; color the great frozen 
face of it with a bluish tinge; animate 
it with rumblings like the sound of 
distant artillery, and you have a con­ 
cept ion of Childs Glacier.

speech at Sitka said another

ment among members of his party. 
“If we have diagnosed the situation 
even half correctly,’ he said, “there 
s much less the matter with Alaska 
and much less the matter with th 
relations between the Federal Govern­ 
ment and Alaska than has been wide­ 
ly proclaimed. The simple truth is I 
cannot see anything the matter with 
Alaska. 
It is probably not develop­ 
ing ;n harmony with the 
ambitious 
desires of many of you, but a great 
empire lake this cannot be developed 
by the wave of a magician’s wand. 
“Development must come from cit­ 
izenship, 
What tis needed in Alaska 
is more citizens, like those 1 see be­ 
fore me this morning, who will make 


i h \ < territory their treasured home.” 
Many of the party came to Alaska 
with the idea that the territory was 
being ruined by ma'sehewious bureau­ 
crats and that the people weft clam­ 
oring for a change. 
But hardly had 
the President set foot in the territory 
before he was handed a memorial, at 
Ketchikan, to the general effect th t 
the present form of Government is 
pretty fair.

Right in the middle of the Presi­ 
dent’s enjoyment of a fine Alaskan 
morning came the nows that Magnus 
Johnson, radical Far m eer - La bori te, had 
been elected Senator from Minnesota. 
He was standing an the lobby of the 
Government hotel ait Furry, on 
the 
iiovtYnment-owned railway,

for his breakfast, when the news was 
given 
him 
by a correspondent.

comment was voiced for the quota­ 
tion, but it was plain the message did 
not improve the President's appetite. 
As an editor the 
President 
was 
greatly interested in the newspapers 
of the1 territory.

commendation he was quick to give. 
There is hardly a town in Alaska of 
500 population upward that hasn’t a 
well printed daily paper with a cable- 
news service. Small as compared with 
metropolitan standards, the amount 
of outside news is yet remarkable in 
view of the cable tolls and other han­ 
dicaps. The papers are made possible 
by a selling price of 10 cents a copy. 
At Junean the President,

ter with which to buy three papers, 
meaning to give the newsboy a fair 
amount of change.

A unavoidable on account of differ­ 
ences in the hazards of climate, plant 
diseases, insect pests and other fac­ 
tors. 
The government would almost 
ccfltanity meet with bitter criticism as 
to the fairness of the rates charged.’’ 
The department gives many helpful 
suggestions for bringing about crop 
rtsurance. 
Although private fire in­ 
surance companies which wrote crop 
insurance in 192o suffered heavy loss­ 
es, it feels that the experiment was 
justified and that the same accurate 
data which insurance companies have 
obtained over a 1 >ng period of years 
n which to base fire insurance rates, 
can be worked out in regard to crop 
insurance. 
It is refreshing and encouraging to 
see :ht Department of 
Agriculture 
lend its assistance towards working 
out a feasible plan of crop insurance 
through private agencies which do not 
load the government with overhead 
tax burdens, instead 
of 
advocating 


government assumption of this line 
of private endeavor.

The legislature provided 
in 
the 
Centennial Road Law two means of 
rcjnbur. ment to a county or other 
c.sil subdivision of the state which 
has expend» d or 
may 
expend 
its 
funds in ’he const ruction 
of 
state 
road:. Section 3d of said act requires 
ieim burstm ent 
in 
additional road-. 
Section 34 require« the reimbursement 
to be made in cash. 
It is our opinion that if a county 
or other civil sulxlivision of the state 
is to receive a refund in cash, that 
the contract which it let would neces­ 
sarily have to have been let after No­ 
vember 4th, 1921. 
Not only 
would 
it have to have been 
let 
after that 
date, but the project, the plans, etc., 
must have been made under and ac­ 
cording to the provisions of the Cen­ 
tennial Road Law. A part of Section 
34 reads as follows: 
“Provided the construction of 
said roads is under the supervis­ 
ion and according to the plans of 
the Highway Department as pro­ 
vided for in this act.” 
If the project for the construction 
of the road was approved under Sec­ 
tion- 10896-10905, 
Revised Statutes 
c.f Missouri, 1919, or under what i 
e -mm.mly known as the Morgan-Mc­ 
Cullough Road Act, then the refund 
could not be in cash but would have 
to be in the form of additional roads 
When various provisions of the Cen­

THAN IN ANY OTHER COUNTRY 


The United States uses more wood 
than any other country. 
In fact the 
consumption In this country 
equals 
about 
two-fifths of the entire 
con­ 
sumption of the world, <>r, expressed 
in round figures, about 22Va bliiion 
cubic feet, declares the Forest Service 
of the United States Department of 
Agricult ure. 
The per capita consumption in this 
country is 212 cubic feet, of which 110 
cubic fed, or a litte more than half, 
is saw timber, 
and the balance con­ 
sists of cord wood, continues the re­ 
port, which was recently printed for 
public distribution. 
Including the losses by fire, insects 
and disease, the total drain 
on

country’s forests is close to 25 billion 
cubic led . 
At the presd time this 
country is growing only about 6 bil- 
n cubic feet. 
However, according 
to the data contained in the report,

To Neglect Innoculation 
May 
Mean 
Crop Failure. 


Perhaps no single 
forage 
crop is 
more desirable than alfalfa, 
yet 
in 
the state* of Missouri there are loss 
than 200,000 acre's of alfalfa on the 
12 million acre*® in pasturage or for­ 
age 
crops, 
according to VV. A. Al­ 
brecht, 
associate professor of soils, 
Missouri College of Agriculture. 
This scarcity in the statt of so val­ 
uable a crop is due* to the fact that 
alfalfa has four strict soil 
require­ 
ments, the neglect 
of 
any 
one 
of 
which will mean alfalfa failure. These 
essentials are a swiet soil, a deep well 
drained soil, a fairly fentle soil that 
has been innoculated w’ith the prop*r 
bacteria. 
Since the alfalfa 
acreage 
has been steadily increasing in Mis­ 
souri it is certain that not all of these 
essentials are always neglected. 
But 
evidently many of our soils do not ful­ 
fill the requirements. The first three 
essentials with respect to sweet, well 
drained and fertile soils 
are 
not so 
commonly 
neglected by the 
alfalfa 
beginner, since they are demanded by 
many other crops—hut the fourth re­ 
quirement, namely, the innoculation, 
not common to other crops, is often 
neglected and is responsible for many 
failures in alfalfa. 
Alfalfa is a legume 
crop, 
and as 
such requires the presence of certain 
bacteria 
on 
its 
roots 
for 
proper 
growth. These bacteria are pres< nt in 
soils where alfalfa 
ha,s 
grown 
for 
many years, but are not present where 
this crop has not been grown. On'such 
new lands the bacteria must be intro­ 
duced iif the crop is to succeed. They 
may come by chance in spots through 
manure, wind or water carrying them 
from some other alfalfa or sweet clo­ 
ver field, or even in the seed, but this 
gives too scattered results to estab­ 
lish the crop. 
So when seeding alfal­ 
fa on land not growing 'it commonly, 
it is wise practice 
to 
imnoculatc the 
seed and so distribute the bacteria di­ 
rectly on the field. 
This is such a simple operation that 
its value as insurance cannot be neg­ 
lected. 
Five to ten pounds of finely 
powdered dry soil from a field grow ­ 
ing well innoculated alfalfa or swtet 
clover can be mixed w’ith a bushel of 
dampened seed. 
By dampening 
the 
seed slightly 
some 
of 
the soil will 
stick. 
Any surplus soil may well be 
scattered w'.ith 
the 
seed. 
Artificial 
cultures of bacteria grown especially 
for the purpose may be put 
on 
the 
seed. 
In 
fact 
any 
method 
which 
spreads 
with the seed the essential 
bacteria that help the alfalfa get ni­ 
trogen from the air rath er than from 
the soil will serve to innoculate 
the 
crop. 
On soil where alfalfa has not 
grown before, innoculation in one of 
the big essentials 
and 
will 
prove a 
costly mistake 
if 
neglected. 
When 
seeding a legume, especially alfalfa, 
give it all the care of good seed, good 
seed bed and then in addition be sure 
that the soil is innoculated.

VERY SUCCESSFUL SEASON 


Topeka, Kan., Aug. 1.—'Resumption 
of the activities of the “ farm bloc’’ 
in the U nited States Senate, upon the 
opening of a new session of Congress 
next December, »is predicted by Senat­ 
or A rthur C apper of K ansas, chair­ 
man of the Senate “ Bloc,” during the 
latter p art of last session. 
Our legislative program probably 
will not be as extensive as it was at 
the last session, but still, we believe, 
Congress should enact certain m eas­ 
ure« with a view» of aiding the farm ­ 
er. 
The most im portant of these is 
to secure a reduction in freight rates 
through the repeal by Congress 
of 
the so-called g uaranty 
provision of 
the Esch-Cummins transportation! act. 
“Also while it is not our desire to 
annul the supervisory powers of the 
In terstate Commerce .Commission ov­ 
er the railroad lines, we hope to ob­ 
tain a restoration to S tates of some 
agriculture,’’ said Capper. This would 
pertain, of course, to rates 
entirely 
within the state. 
The present system 
is too unwieldly. There is an attem pt 
at too much concentration of author­ 
ity over local affairs in the Federal 
commission. 
“The guaranty provision has prov­ 
ed unsatisfactory, because it endeav­ 
ors to raise (transportation rates to a 
level th a t will return a profit to some 
poor railroads which are losing pro­ 
positions— sonic which should 
never 
have been built. 
Thus the more pros-1 
porous rail lines are able to build up

demand for the full amount as soon as 
the roads are completed. The county 
would have to take its apportionments 
at the times they would be made un­ 
der Section 26. 
On the other hand, 
if only parts of the state roads are 
built by a county, the State Highway 
Commission would have a discretion 
as to when it would refund. Suppose 
there are funds available for appor­ 
tionment and allotment under Section 


26 to a county which has completed 
a part of the state roads. 
The Com­ 
mission wuold have the right to make 
that apportionment as a refund or for 
the 
purpose 
of 
constructing other 
parts of the state highway system in 
that county. 
Section 24 of the Cen­ 
tennial Road Law is very broad in the 
powers that it gives 
to 
the 
State 
Highway Commission. A part of t is 
as „follows: 
“The construction and mainten­ 
ance of said highway system and 
all work incidental thereto shall 
be under the general supervision 
and control of the State Highway 
Commission, which is hereby au­ 
thorized, empowered and diroc* 
ed to take whatever steps may 
be necessary to cause said state 
highway system to be construct­ 
ed at the earliest possible time 
consistent 
with 
good 
business 
management and funds available 
after this aot takes effect.”*** 
It will be seen that 
the 
primary 
purpose of the Centennial Road Act 
is to build the State Highway system 
and do it at the earliest 
practicable 
time. 
If a county elects to spend its 
money on the state highway system, 
it must do so in such a way as not to 
ji ter fere with the construction fo the 
state highway system. 
Otherwise a 
county could build a part of a state 
road and when the first 
apportion­ 
ment would be made could 
demand 
that that apportionment be paid it as 


a refund for the work it had done. It 
would then spend that money upon its 
own roads 
and 
the State Highway 
Commission would have to wait until 
the 
next 
apportionment 
should h (f 
made before it could pi'oceed with its 
building 
program 
in 
that 
county. 
Such a situation as that would Ik* d e ­ 
feating the great purpose of the act. 
It would be delaying 
the 
construc­ 
tion of the state 
highway 
system. 
However, 
if 
for any reason at the 
time of such first or a subsequent ap­ 
portionment the State Highway Com­ 
mission should know that it could not 
continue its program ;~* that county 
until funds would be available for an­ 
other apportionment, there would he 
no reason why the Commission could 
not make the refund and thus allow 
the county to pursue its program. 
If the state highway system 
has 
been 
completed in a given 
county, 
then as rapidly as the apportionment 
shall be made 
shall 
the 
additional 
roads be built. The county could not 
demand the additional 
roads 
when 
the building of them would requin* 
the postponement of tihe state high­ 
way system. 
The great object 
and 
purpose of the Centennial Road Law 
was to build as early as possible the 
state highway system 
and the 
act 
should 
have no construction 
which 
would 
defeat 
that 
purpose unless 
forced by the very term s thereof. 
The additional roads, in our opin­ 
ion, would remain county roads not­ 


withstanding the expenditure of the 
state money thereon and the state 
will not 
be 
required 
to 
maintain 
the m. 
It is our opinion that Section 33 of 
tho Centennial Road Law gives to the 
State Highway Commission tho right 
to designate the type 
of 
additional 
roads it shall build when making re­ 
imbursements by building roads. Said 
section says that the reimbursements 
shall be in the 
form 
of 
additional 
roads which must be constructed un- 
der state supervision.

Tho United States uses more wood 
than any other country. 
In fact the 
consumption in this country 
equals 
about 
two-fifths of the entire con­ 
sumption of the world, or, expressed 
in round figures, about 22ta bliiion 
cubic feet, declares the Forest Service 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 
The per capita consumption in this 
country is 212 cubic feet, of which 116 
cubic fet t, or a litte more than half, 
is saw timber, 
and the balance con­ 
sists of cord wood, continues the re­ 
port, which was recently printed for 
public distribution. 
Including tin* losses by fire, insects 
and disease, the total drain 
on 
tlu 
country’s forests is close to 25 billion 
cubic feet. 
At the preset time this 
country is growing only alniut 6 bil- 
tt cubic feet. 
However, according 
to the data contained in the report, 
if the entire forest area of the coun­ 
try —«smoe 470,000,000 acres— wen 
placed under intensive forestry about 
27 billion cubic feet of timber could

each year. 
This amount would exceed the pres­ 
ent drain on our forests by a relative­ 
ly small margin.

To Neglect Innoculation 
May 
Mean 
Crop Failure. 


Perhaps no single 
forage 
crop ii 
more desirable than alfalfa, 
yet 
in 
th«‘ state of Missouri there are less 
than 290,900 acres of alfalfa on the 
12 million acre« in pasturage or for­ 
age 
crops, 
according to W. A. Al­ 
brecht, 
associate professor of soils, 
Missouri College of A griculture. 
This scarcity in th«> stoat« of so val- 
uahl«» a crop is due to the fact that 
alfalfa has four strict soil 
retjuire- 
m ents, the n«*glect 
of 
any 
one 
of 
which will mean alfalfa failure. These 
essentials are a sw fet soil, a «leep w«*U 
drained soil, a fairly fontle soil that 
has be«»n innoculated with the proper 
bacteria. 
Since the alfalfa 
acreage 
has been steadily increasing in Mis­ 
souri it is certain that not all of these 
essentials are always neglected. 
But 
evidently many of our soils d«> not ful­ 
fill th«» requirem ents. 
The first three 
essentials with respect to sweet, well 
drained and fertile soils 
are 
not so 
commonly 
n«*glected by the 
alfalfa 
beginner, since they are demanded by 
many other crops—hut the fourth re- 
quirem ent, namely, the innoculation, 
not common to other crops, is often 
neglected and is responsible for many 
failures in alfalfa. 
A lfalfa is a legume 
crop, 
and as 
such requires the presence of certain 
bacteria 
on 
its 
roots 
for 
proper 
grow th. These bacteria are pres« nt in 
soils w'htre alfalfa 
ha,s 
grown 
for 
m any years, but are not present whi r«* 
this crop has not been grown. On such 
n«»w lands the bacteria m ust be intro­ 
duced 'if the crop is to succeed. They 
may come by chance in spots through 
m anure, wind or w ater carrying them 
from some other alfalfa or sweet clo­ 
ver field, or even in the seed, but this 
give« too scattered results to estab­ 
lish the crop. 
So when s«*<*<ling alfal­ 
fa on land not growing «it commonly, 
it is wise practice to 
inmoculatc the 
seed and so distribute the bacteria di­ 
rectly on the field. 
This is such a simple operation th at 
its value as insurance cannot be neg- 
lected. 
Five to ten pounds of fintHy 
powdered dry soil fr«>m a field grow ­ 
ing well innoculated alfalfa or sweet 
clover can be mixed with a bushel of 
dampened seed. 
By dam pening 
th< 
seed slightly 
some 
of 
the soil will 
stick. 
Any surplus soil may well be 
scattered with 
the 
seed. 
A rtificial 
cultures of bacteria grown ospeci&lly 
for the purpose may lx* put 
on 
the 
seed. 
In 
fact 
any 
method 
which 
spreads 
with the seed the essential 
bacteria th a t ht-lp th«« alfalfa get ni­ 
trogen from the air rath er than from 
the soil will serve to innoculate 
the 
crop. 
On soil where alfalfa has not 
grown before, innoculation in one of 
the big essentials 
and 
will 
prove a 
costly m istake 
if 
neglected. 
When 
seeding a legum e, especially alfalfa 
give it all the care of good seed, good 
sect! bed and then in addition be sure 
th at the soil is innoculated.
